No . 648 . dated 2nd April 1956 , — An examination for 
selertion of candidates for entry into the Air Force 
College for the 74th G , D . (Pilots ) Course commencing 
in July 1957 will be held by the Union Public Service 
Commission at Allahabad , Bombay , Calcutta , Delhi, 
Ludhiana, Madras, Nagpur, Patna , Shillong and Sri 
nagar sometime in August , 1956 . 


( 3 ) Gurkha subjects of Nepal. 
(4 ) Non - citizens who entered service under the 

Union before the commencement of the 
Constitution , viz ., 28th January, 1950 , and who 
have continued in such service since then , Any 
such persons who re - entered or may re - enter 
such service with a break , after the 26th 
January , 1950 , will however require certiAcates 
of eligibility in the usual way . 


2 . Admission to the Air Force College will be made 
on the results of a written examination to be con 
ducted by the Union Public Service Commission and 
an Interview by the Air Force Selection Board . 


NOTE 2 . - A widower or a person who has divorced 
his wife cannot be treated as an unmarried male for 
the purpose of the above rule , 


3 . The number of vacancies to be offered on the 
results of this examination will be announced later. 


5 . Candidates should be medically fit in all respects 
for service in any part of the world . The standards 
of medical Atness are shown in Appendix I . 


NOTE .— Candidates who have applied for the exami 
nation for admission to the Military College or for 
the Indian Navy Examination for admission as Special 
Entry Cadets into the Indian Navy , or for the National 
Defence Academy Examination for admission to the 
National Defence Academy, must exercise thelr final 
option before admission to the Air Force College, it 
finally selected . After admission they will be con 
sidered neither for admission to the Military College 
nor for the Navy nor for the National Defence 
Academy. 


NOTE - A number of qualified candidates are reject 
ed subsequently on medical grounds. Candidates are , 
therefore , advised in their own interest to get them 
selves medically examined before applying, to avoid 
disappointment at the final stage . 


! 4 . A candidate must be an unmarried male and 
must either be : 


(a ) a citizen of India , or 
(b ) a subject of Sikkim , or 


6 . Candidates must undertake not to marry until 
they complete their full training . A candidate who 
marries subsequent to the date of his application , 
though successful at this or any subsequent examina . 
tion will not be selected for training, and a candidate 
who marries whilst under training shall be discharged 
and will be liable to refund all expenditure incurred 
on him by the Government. Commissioned Omcers of 
the General Duties (Pllots ) Branch of the Indian Air 
Force will not be eligible for allotment of married 
accommodation before they complete A minimum of 
three years service, or before they attain the age of 
25 , whichever is earlier .

7 . Candidates for admission to the examination mugt 
have been born not earlier than the 16th July , 1936 
and not later than 15th January , 1940 . 


The prescribed age limits can In no case be relaxed . 


NOTE 1. — The appointment of candidates in categories 
( c ) and ( d ) above will be subject to the issue of 
certificates of eligibility in their favour by the Govern 
ment of India . Candidates may , however , appear in 
the I . A . F . Examination even before the issue of eligi 
bility certificate, Certificates of eligibility will not 
however be necessary in the case of candidates belong 
ing to any of the following categories:

before 19th July 1948 and have ordinarily been 
resident in India since then .

13 . No candidate shall be admitted to the examina 
tion unless he holds a certificate of admission from the 
Union Public Service Commission . 


14 . Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain 
support for his candidature by any means may dis 
qualify him for admission , 


15 . The maximum number of candidates to be 
admitted to the examination may at the discretion of 
the Commission be limited to such number as the 
Commission may decide. If a limit is imposed and the 
number of candidates exceeds that limit , the Union 
Public Service Commission shall select from among 
the applicants those who shall be admitted to the exa 
mination and shall have regard in so doing to the suit 
ability of the applicants for admission to the Air Force 
College . 


16 . The examination will be conducted by the Com 
mission in the manner prescribed in Appendix II to the 
Notification .

17 , Candidates must pay the fees prescribed in 
Appendix III. No claim for a refund of these fees will 
ordinarily be entertained except to the extent stated 
in the Appendix , nor can they be held in reserve for 
any other examination or selection . 


18 . ( a ) The Union Public Service Commission shall 
prepare a list of candidates in order of merit as 
disclosed by the aggregate marks awarded to each 
candidate at the written examination , The candidates , 
who obtain minimum qualifying marks in the written 
examination , shall appear before the Air Force Selec 
tion Board for Pilot Aptitude tests and Oncer Poten 
tlallties test. The maximum marks obtainable at these 
tests are 900 . Candidates who obtain minimum quali 
fying marks separately in Pilot Aptitude tests and 
Omcer Potentialities test will be further subjected to 
a Physical Endurance test, details of which are given 
in Appendix IV and for which there will be a maxi. 
mum of 200 marks. To be acceptable , candidates 
should secure minimum qualifying marks separately in 
( 1 ) written examination ( 11 ) Pllot Aptitude Tests ( 111 ) 
Omcer Potentialities test and ( iv ) Physical Endurance 
test. Subject to these conditions, the qualified candi 
dates will be placed in the order of merit on the basis 
of total marks secured . The final selection for admis . 
sion to the Air Force College will be made in order of 
merit subject to medical Atness and number of vacan 
cies available . 


NOTE 1. — Those candidates who do not obtain mini 
mum Pilot Aptitude grade will not be given further 
tests at the Air Force Selection Board . 


NOTE . — Candidates who have appeared or intend to 
appear at any of the above examinations may also 
apply for admission to this examination . Their appli 
cations will be accepted provisionally and they will 
be required to furnish proof of their having passed 
that examination as soon as possible and in any case 
not later than the 10th April, 1957; otherwise their 
candidature will be cancelled , 


NOTE II. — Candidates will be given Pilot Aptitude 
tests only once . The grade secured at the Arst appear 
ance before the Air Force Selection Board whether for 
National Defence Academy or for Air Force College , 
will therefore hold good for subsequent interviews with 
the Air Force Selection Board , A candidate who falls 
in the first Pilot Aptitude test will not be permitted to 
apply for subsequent examinations for selection to G . D . 
( Pllots ) Branch . 


9 . Candidates who were admitted to an earlier 
course at the National Defence Academy ( formerly 
Joint Services Wing ) / Military College (formerly Mill 
tary Wing ) / Air Force College ( formerly Air Force 
Academy ) or Naval Training Establishments , but were 
removed therefrom on disciplinary grounds or for 
permanent medical unfitness or for lack of officer- like 
qualities will not be admitted to this examination ,

10 . A candidate must satisfy the Union Public Service 
Commission and the appointing authority that he is 
suitable in all respects for admission to the Air Force 
College. 


11. The decision of the Union Public Service Com . 
mission as to the eligibility or otherwise of a candi. 
date for admission to the examination shall be final. 


(b ) Candidates will appear before the Air Force 
Selection Board , and undergo the tests thereat, at their 
own risk and will not be entitled to claim any com 
pensation or other relief from Government in respect 
of any injury which they may sustain in the course of 
or as a result of any of the tests given to them at the 
Air Force Selection Board , whether due to the negli 
gence of any person or otherwise. Candidates will be 
required to sign a certificate to this effect on the form 
appended to the application . In the case of candidates 
who are minors , the required certificate must be signed 
by their parents or guardians in the form prescribed . 


12 . A candidate found guilty of impersonation or ot 
submitting fabricated documents or documents which 
have been tampered with or of making statements 
which are incorrect or false or suppressing material 
information or of using or attempting to use unfair 
means in the examination hall or otherwise resorting 
to any other irregular or improper meang for obtaining 
admission to the examination may , in addition to 
rendering himself liable to a criminal prosecution , be 
debarred either permanently or for a specified period ; 


19 . Candidates finally selected for the Indian Air 
Force will be admitted to the Air Force College and 
undergo training for a period of 18 months approxi. 
mately . This period is subject to change.

20 . On successful completion of training, candidates 
will be granted Commission in the Indian Air Force 
and will be eligible for permanent Commissions on 
probation subject to the availability of vacancies and 
the rules then in force .

(iii) Chest expansion . 
Vital capacity will be measured by a wet spirometer , 
The candidate will stand with the mouthpiece of the 
Instrument in his right hand . His nose will be clipped 
and test will be made for any leak through the nose . 
He will then take a maximum possible breath and 
empty his chest through the mouthpiece into the 
spirometer . Three trials will be made in each case 
and the maximum reading will be taken as total vital 
capacity in c . c . The vital capacity will be later on 
reduced to per square meter of the body surface and 
adequate corrections for temperature will be made. As 
regards the exercise tolerance test the candidate will 
be dressed in vest and shorts and will be barefooted , 
He will be made to do " baithaks” at 40 cycles per 
minute. The rhythm will be maintained by a simple 
pendulum 22 " long , frequency of its oscillations being 
40 per minute . The exercise will be carried on till 
the candidate 1g exhausted or upto a maximum limit 
of 35 minutes . He will then be made to sit and pulse 
will be counted for halt a minute between 60 to 90 
seconds after cessation of the exercise . Chest expan 
i sion will be taken by a special spring type measuring 
tape. The candidate will take full inspiration and 
expiration and measurements will be taken till two 
constant readings are available.
